| management has been more than fair 


in the matter. When it is taken in- 
to consideration that the majority if 
not all of the rinks in Ontario get from 
40 to 70 per cent. of the gate receipts 
es the rinks’ share, it will be seen 
that the Belleville club has received 
more than a, fair break. 

‘This year, as is commonly known, 
has been a disappointing one from a 
hockey standpoint. In the first place 
the intermediate hockey team, of which 
\Mr, Thomas is also the manager, after 
losing to Kingston Prontenas and Corn- 
wall, defaulted thelr remaining games, 
through Mr.:Thomas, and this without 
consulting the rink management, which 
meant the rink management lost the 
Queen's and Royal Military College 
games here without any compensation 
therefore by the team or its manager. 

Then with regard to the junior team 
the support the locals received in the 
group here was practically negligible 
and it was only in the Kingston-Belle- 
ville game that any kind of crowd 
was present, 

In view of the above the rink manage 
ment stood to 0 at a loss for this 
season — and therefore demanded a 
fifty-fifty division of the “gates.” This 
proposition Mr, Thomas Tefused to cn- 
tertain and has had the remaining 
games transferred to Trenton.
